Stock Law Case to 
the Supreme Court 


Second Trial Gives J. P. 
Stuckey $100 Judgment 
—Washburn Appeals 


A supreme court test of the Hemp- 


stead county stock law was assured 
late Wednesday afternoon when the 
year-long litigation between J. P. 
Stuckey, farmer living just east of 
Hope on paved highway No. 67, and 
A. H. Washburn, publisher of The 
Star, over tho killing of one of five 
mules loose on the highway, ended 
with a $100 verdict for Mr. Stuckey 
in Hempstead circuit court. 


The accident occurred the night of 


February 2, 1935. Mr. Stuckey sued 
for 5250 damages, alleging J125 loss on 
the dead mule and $125 damages to 
two other mules. Mr. Washburn de- 
nied having hit more than one animal. 


The case was first tried in the April, 


1935, term of court, ending in a hung 
jury, the jurors being reported to have 
stood eight for Mr. Stuckey and four 
for Mr. Washburn. 


The trial was repeated Wednesday, 


one year later, It was unofficially re- 
ported that the jury again stood eight 
for Mr. Stuckey and four for the pub- 
lisher, but after more than an hour's 
deliberation comprised by 10 to 2 on 
a judgment of §100. 


Mr. Washburn, whose defense was 


that it was an unavoidable accident 
and that Mr. Stuckey was negligent in 
repeatedly allowing his stock on the 
highway in violation of the stock law, 
appealed to the supreme court. 


John Vesey was attorney for Mr. 


Stuckey, while E. F. McFaddin repre- 
sented Mr. Washburn. 


A circuit court jury Thursday after- 


noon returned a verdict in favor of 
Temple Cotton Oil company in a dam- 
age suit brought against the company 
by George Williams, negro. 


Tho negro sued for $2,999.99 alleg- 


ing injuries to his hand while em- 
ployed by the Temple firm. Testi- 
mony, however, failed to show the 
negro's claims. No other cases wire 
heard.

League Protests 


Use of Poison Gas 


Italian Gas and Ethiopian 


Dum-Dum Bullets, Basis 


of Charges 


GENEVA, Switzerland —(/P)— The 


Committee of 13 of the League of Na- 
tions decided Thursday to send a su- 
preme appeal to Italy and Ethiopia to 
abstain from the use of poison gas in 
the East African war. 


The decision, made upon the recom- 


mendation of British Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden, was approved 
without passing upon allegations that 
Italy had already used gas in her 
Ethiopian invasion. 


Great Britain had pressed for im- 


mediate cessation of ItaloJSthiopian 
hostilities Wednesday after the League 
of Nations formed a subcommittee to 
investigate charges Italy was using 
poison gas in violation of international 
rules of warfare.

There is something both tragic and 


romantic about an anthology such as 
"The Valiant Muse," edited by Fred- 
eric W. Ziv (Putnam: 02.50). 


This book is a compilation of poems 


by poets killed in the World War. 
Bupert Broke is here, and Alan Seg- 


* er, and Joyce Kilmer, and a great 


many more young Englishmen of 
whom you probably never heard. 
While much of the poetry is pretty 
thin stuff, it la impossible to approach 
it objectively.

In the sen- 
ate, however, a measure sponsored by 
Borah of Idaho and Van Nuys of In- 
diana, much narrower in scope, is Un- 
der consideration. 


Sentiment in congress is reported to 


be swinging more and more to the 
latter bill. 


The Borah-Van Nuys gill, not so 


strongly opposed by manufacturers 
and chain store groups as the Robin- 
son-Patman measure, would make it 
unlawful "for any person engaged in 
commerce to discriminate in price or 
terms of sale between purchasers of 
commodities of like grade, quality and 
quantity." 


There would be no limit to the size 


of quantity discounts or the amount 
of advertising allowance as long as 
they, were made available to all buy- 
ers on an equal basis. 


. More Drastic Measure 


The Robinson-Patman bill is more 


drastic.. It would make it unlawful 


j for any person engaged in commerce 
to discriminate in price between dif- 
ferent purchasers of commodities of 
likt grade or quality where that dis- 
crimination would tend to lessen com- 
petition or to promote monopoly. 
• The federal trade commission would 
establish Standards and determine dis- 
counts allowable. Quantity discounts 
would have to be limited to the actual 
diferencc in cost of manufacture, sale 
and delivery of a larger amount of 
goods 
as compared with a smaller 
amount.

Talk of establishing u "coalition gov- 


ernment" at Washington is reviving 
amid many mysterious hints of back- 
singe overtures and underground ne- 
gotiation. 


The subject is most intriguing. In 


theory, it would be a grand thing for 
all of the ablest men in the country 
to assemble, regardless of party, and 
put themselves shoulder to shoulder 
in a common endeavor to lift the 11:1- 
lion out of the depression. 


Lrjokcd ;it practically and 
in tlie 


light of experience, however, the pro- 
posal is seen to embrace ninny serious 
difficulties. 


In tlie first place, there is no as-. 


surance that any impressive number 
of first-raters would 
be 
willing to 


coalesce. In the second place there is 
the question whether they could get 
along- together for more than 
five 


minutes if they did. Finally, there 
i;- the problem whether the long- 
established party system could possi- 
bly be torn down to permit, ii re;il 
coalition. 


It is an enticing thing to talk about, 


and it might happen, but few prac- 
tical politicians appear to be taking the 
prospect very .seriously. 


IIus Happened In Cabinet 


Of course there svould be nothing 


difficult or novel about adherents of 
ivotli parties sitting together in the 
cabinet. That has happened often. 


Mr. Hoover had in his cabinet two 


men—Attorney General Mitchell und 
Secretary Adams,—who were listed as 
Democrats. Mr. Roosevelt has in his 
cabinet two men,—Secretaries Wal- 
lace and Ickcs,—who have been Re- 
publicans'. 


It even is possible to conceive of u 


situation (although it does put u strain 
on the imagination) where a cabinet 
might be composed of such men as Al- 
fred E. Smith, Andrew Mellon, John 
P. Davis- and James W. Wadsworth; or, 
conversely, such jnen as William E. 
Borah, Hugh S. Johnson, Robert M. 
LaFoilette and Hary L. Hopkins. 


Arrangements like these, however, 


hardly fit the definition of "coalition 
government" as it is understood in 
those European countries where it is 
practiced. 
What happens there is 


that the group includes, not the dis- 
contented element, but the constituted 
leadership of two or more political 
parties. 


Such a conception would more like- 


ly begin by bringing Mr. Hoover and 
Roosevelt, with their principal ad- 
herents, together in one cabinet. 


Unlike American Theory 


N-j onci has suggested that such a 


step would be either possible or de- 
.'.i ruble. 
It may work in some in- 


stances, in foreign countries, but the 
practice of parly rule is deeply root- 
ed in these United States. 


Whether it is a good thing or not, 


the theory that the President and his 
official 
family must stand together 


and think as much alike as possible, is 
as much a part of the American meth- 
od as is the party system itself. 


During that brief initial period be- 


fore parly organizations took form, 
there was a real "coalition govern, 
ment" in this country; Thomas Jeffer- 
son sat across the cabinet table from 
Alexander Hamilton under the presi- 
dency of Washington. 


Now even the far-removed disciples 


o£ these two seem either unable or 
unwilling to "go along" together in 
governmental effort. 


After Mr. Harding was elected pres- 


ident he had a fleeting idea of coali- 
tion. He announced' he would soni- 
mon to Washington the "best minds-" 
of the country. But all the best minds 
turned out to be Republican minds. 


Coalition is u beautiful word,—when 


spoken of in the future, and no at- 
tempt jiuide to apply it specifically.

quality. 


A recognized author may receive 


I §15,000 for the movie rights to a pub- 
i lished story, but let that story first 
get behind the footlights on Broad- 
way, and its valuation increases sev- 
eral-fold in Hollywood. 


Thus you find Samuel Goldwyn pay- 


ing $105,000 for rights to the current 
'hit, ."Dead End." And $160,000 for 
' "Dodsworth." which by now has tour- 
ed most of the major cities as a play.

Goldwyn believes it's safer to buy a 


[proved success th'an to gamble on an 
j original yarn. And he would seem to 
be right. "Street Scene," bought for 
$125,000, made a fortune on the screen. 


Into Six Figures 


Largest flat sum ever paid for flick- 


er rights is $250,000. Winchell Smith 
collected that for "Turn to the Right." 
"Broadvvay" and "Showboat"
